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THE NEW WALLACE PLAN 

It is apparent that the plan to feed and 
clothe the “needy third” of the nation through 
a “two-price”’ system is rapidly crystallizing 
Washington thought in a manner that recalls 
the high purpose with which the administration 
set forth on other projects for the alleviation 
of distress. 

The idea of Secretary of Agriculture Wallace 
cannot be termed new, but is rather an exten- 
sion of his economic thought developed through 
recent years. It is another expression of his 
disagreement with the doctrine of scarcity 
which has dominated national thought for the 
last nine years in favor of a modified attack 
on price rigidity for the benefit of those who 
cannot purchase at the higher levels and con- 
sequently drag the economic structure nearer 
a permanently low standard of living. 

The “two-price” system is not one which can 
be approved or condemned until its path can 
be more adequately explored. It is a departure 
from the economic pattern upon which the 
people of this country have built, but is not as 
radical as it might appear on the surface. If 
the people were to disregard the human aspects, 
both for today and for the future, then it is 
possible to so regard the plan. But the day 
in which economics can be determined without 
regard to the human values has long passed, 
and it is on this basis that the proposal should 
be examined. 

Deeply significant is the announcement that 
United States Surgeon General Thomas Parran 
has been included in the proposed discussions 
of the plan for placing within reach of lower- 
income groups the surplus of food and clothing 
which this country produces but cannot dis- 
tribute, despite the fact that millions can con- 
sume the products now described as excess. For 
many years, now, a large percentage of the 
population of this country has been existing 
on a sub-normal diet. Malnutrition has been 
taking each year a more terrible toll. Vitality 
and ambition cannot thrive on semi-starvation. 
This condition is already being felt in increased 
demands for hospitalization, the outgrowth of 
long years of poor diets. It will be reflected 
again in the children of these underfed. 

It is easy, but superficial, thinking to say 
that Wallace's plan is but another “raid upon 
the Treasury.” It is easy to say that those who 
make more cannot be kept from “chiseling” 
upon the system. It is easy to condemn the 
plan because it has a tinge of socialism. 

But it is not easy to face the need of the 
people for whom it has been designed. It is 
not easy to disregard the growing health prob- 
lem that is represented in relief and low-income 
families. It is not easy to overlook the fact 
that the proposal will release other money into 
normal channels of trade and that many of 
those aided will in a short period of time there- 
by be enabled to re-enter these other trade 
paths. 

It is not, withal, a procedure which should 
be blindly condemned. One cannot call up 
Adam Smith from the past and attack it on 
the basis of his theories. They were valid for 
his day, and accomplished for the people of 
that time great good. To some extent, they 
remain valid today. Ricardo, similarly, in his 
day propounded theories that, when applied by 
the businessmen, resulted in an incalculable 
increase in British wealth in the 19th century. 
List lifted Germany from an economic mire. 
The lesson can be drawn throughout history. 

Legislation is necessary to place the Wallace 
plan in operation. This provides several months 
in which the nation can study the many- 
faceted aspects of the “two-price” system, both 
in its relation to the farmer and its relation to 
the relief family and to the low-income group. 
Apparently it will not cost as much as the 
present farm and relief programs, since the two 
would then become more closely related and 
more or less counterbalance each other. The 
problem of distribution will prove perplexing. 
All these things must be given thorough study 
if the nation is not to see yet another debacle 
of a basically advantageous project for relief 
of human needs and the betterment of the 
general welfare. 

When all the facts have been presented is 
the time for judgment. Until then, both the 


: 


proponents of the plan and the general public 
must maintain an open mind. It is not a 
panacea, but a palliative. 


OVERTAXING THE CAR OWNER 

According to tabulations made by the auto- 
mobile manufacturers, some 8,000 bills affecting 
car builders and owners will be introduced in 
44 state legislatures within the next six months. 
Based on the past percentage of enactment at 
least 1,000 of these prospective laws will be 
written in the statute books. 3 

The measures include, in the main, assess- 
ments which, if not at first, will eventually be 
passed on to the automobile owner. They in- 
clude increased gasoline tax rates, registration 
fees, drivers’ licenses, inspection of vehicles, 
port of entry or state barrier laws, labor legis- 
lation, trade-mark registration, business priv- 
ilege taxes, automobile dealer licensing and di- 
version of highway funds in general. 

Because of the comparative ease with which 
most motor vehicle taxes are collected, ‘t has 
become a popular practice in the states to pile 
tax on top of tax. Starting from nothing in 
the early days the “take” in 48 states amounted 
to $1,195,132,000 in 1937. Consider the gasoline 
tax. At first it was 1 cent per gallon, then 2, 
then 3, and on up to a total of 7 cents, includ- 
ing the federal tax of 1 cent, in some states. 
Based on a retail price of 14 cents per gallon 
minus tax, the present levy in a number of 
states, including Georgia, amounts to 50 per 
cent. 

New York was the first state to require 
license tags for motor vehicles. It began in 
1901. The first year the state collected $954. 
In 1937 the take amounted to $52,901,000! The 
assessment started with a nominal fee, the pur- 
pose simply being to compel motor car opera- 
tors to provide means of identifying ownership 
in the form of a tag furnished by the state— 
a very necessary objective. But the necessity 
has now grown, as in so many other instances 
involving the motor car, into an uneconomic 
revenue producing agency. 

Those who use the nation’s roads—the 
drivers and owners of cars and trucks—offer no 
serious objection to reasonable taxation to im- 
prove and add the element of safety to motor 
transportation. They do object, however, to a 
promiscuous diversion of such taxes to other 
purposes for the reason, in most instances, that 
state legislatures are too inexpert or lack the 
courage to revamp and revise tax systems due 
to possible political flarebacks. According to a 
recent report of the United States Bureau of 
Public Roads, 131-2 cents of every dollar of 
motor vehicle taxes collected in the states dur- 
ing 1937 went to other than motor transporta- 
tion purposes. 

In the same report it was pointed out that 
no funds were available or in sight to correct 
existing dangerous highway conditions. This 
paradox can be found in practically every state 
in the Union. And on that premise principally 
lies the automobile taxpayers’ objection to more 
assessments. He feels, and not without justifi- 
cation, that the money he contributes first 
should be utilized for the purpose of eliminat- 
ing obviously dangerous traffic conditions, 
which, because of a lack of funds, go uncor- 
rected from one end of the land to the other.

Editorial of the Day 


SCIENCE TACKLES LIQUOR 
(From The Charlotte Observer.) 


The American Association for the Advance- 
ment of Science, convinced that “the problem of 
alcohol has become one of the major perplexities 
of our civilization,” has inaugurated a national 
movement “to seek solutions through a program 
of unprejudiced research and education.” 

The enterprise is to be directed by a group 
of distinguished natural scientists and industrial- 
ists, acting as a 15-man executive committee of 
a new unit of the association to be known as 
the Research Council on Problems of Alcohol. 

The council starts out with the conviction that 
neither prohibition nor repeal has been success- 
ful. Pointing out that excesses and abuses under 
repeal are evident, the council holds, on the other 
hand, that prohibition was not successful, since 
a large number of law-enforcement officers, with 
funds totaling many millions of dollars, were un- 
able to prohibit the sale of alcoholic beverages 
between 1920 and 1933. 

The council has indicated it will study the 
effect of alcohol upon the individual, compile 
Statistics and records on liquor’s effect on so- 
ciety, and study the effectiveness of various 
measures of industrial and legal control. which 
have been attempted or which may be proposed. 
It holds that only when such information is avail- 
able will society be able to set out intelligently 
to solve the problem of alcohol. 

The council reminds that with the enactment 
of prohibition, education about alcohol stopped in 
most communities (as in North Carolina) and 
that propaganda, both wet and dry, took its place. 

Both wets and drys, the council asserts, rec- 
Ognize that at least two specific evils of liquor 
today are alcoholism and traffic accidents due to 
the use of alcohol. Possibly the scientists can 
find a real solution of the old problem.

The an- 
nounced action may be technical, but the announcement’s meaning 
is that we may now hope for a reasonable peace between govern- 
ment and business. 

Groesbeck in the peace-maker’s role is a truly dumbfounding 
phenomenon. The Electric Bond & Share, which is the biggest 
power combine in the country, was the first company in the minds 
of Tom Corcoran and Ben Cohen when they made “Down With 
Scatteration” the slogan of the utilities holding company act. Elec- 
tric Bond & Share was the first company to be chosen for govern- 
ment prosecution under that act. It was the most determined mem- 
ber of the famous utilities’ united front against the government. 
In fact, it was the New Deal’s most conspicuous enemy in the in- 
dustry most conspicuously at odds with the New Deal. 

And yet the chairman of Electric Bond & Share not only de- 
clared that his company would comply in full with the New Deal 
law. He spoke for “realism.” And he virtually borrowed the exact 
Janguage of a leading New Dealer, SEC Chairman William O. 
Douglas, when he remarked that “this matter should now pass 
from the emotional stage, and it is to be hoped from the political 
arena as well, into a practical stage where the Securities and Ex- 
change Commission and the affected companies can proceed with 
an orderly and dispassionate examination of the technical, legal 
and business phases of the subject.” 

It is interesting to compare 


INSTRUCTIVE COMPARISON the Groesbeck statement with 


what Douglas teld Groesbeck and other heads of utilities systems 
about a year ago, when he first called them in to discuss practical 
application of the holding company act. Then Douglas’ argument 
was that, while the members of the SEC were privately convinced 
of the virtues of the holding company act, the important thing 
was not anyone’s feeling about the law, but the administration of it. 

“It’s the SEC’s job to enforce the law,” he said. “We propose to 
do so. At the same time, we can promise fair and reasonable treat- 
ment under the law to the utilities. We believe it’s time to take the 
problem out of the political and emotional field, and into the ad- 
ministrative.” 

The transition between the Groesbeck who heard those words, 
who was apparently unshakably determined never to give in “on 
principle,” and the Groesbeck who echoed the same words the other 
day, is about as great as one could imagine. Yet the transition 
seems to have been made by the most natural possible process. 

After his first meetings with

had two subsequent talks with Groesbeck. Each was general. In 
each, Douglas emphasized the same points. Groesbeck did not de- 
mand and Douglas did not offer any extra inducements, such as 
some large businessmen have asked and received from the New 
Deal when they came to the mourners’ bench. Indeed, Groesbeck 
gave no intimation that he was convinced by Douglas. 

Then, last August, Douglas spoke in Cleveland in defense of the 
holding company act. He was especially strong on the need for 
integration—for ending the system by which Electric Bond & Share 
now controls unrelated operating companies in 33 different states. 
A day or so later, Groesbeck called him, said that he had concluded. 
that Douglas was right, that the problem was no longer the con- 
troversy between defenders of scatteration and integration, and 
promised to turn loose his staff on a real integration plan. 

Immediately thereafter, the Electric Bond & Share’s operating 
experts, lawyers and bankers went to work. As their conclusion 
was that the Electric Bond & Share system could be integrated on 
reasonable lines, the Groesbeck announcement followed. Douglas 
was not sure of the outcome until he received an advance copy of 
the announcement on the morning when it was made.

ONE WORD MORE 


By RALPH McGILL. 
A STREAM-LINED TRIP One of those stream-lined trips to a 


great football game offers a quick 
panorama of sights, emotions, spectacles. 

Saturday afternoon at 12:30 o’clock your correspondent, in com- 
pany with Mr. Roby Robinson, loaded into a plane at the airport 
in Atlanta and an hour and 21 minutes later found seats in the 
press box at Birmingham's municipal stadium. At 7:30 there was 
dinner back in Atlanta. 

On the way over, which was a bit rough to the acute distress 
of two of the plane’s 10 passengers, it was possible to count dozens 
of forest fires in Georgia and Alabama. They were to be spotted 
in all directions, great pillars of smoke marking their location. On 
the night return we passed over some of them, their lurid lights 
reaching almost to the plane. We could see thousands of dollars 
going up in smoke Most of such fires are set deliberately. Others 
come through carelessness. But there they were, much of Georgia 
and Alabama’s natural resources going up in flame and smoke and . 
no effort being made to check them. | 

Birmingham was managing to get by a very busy day despite a 
taxi strike. The details of the proposed contract which appeared 
in the newspapers were somewhat startling. It was proposed that 
for driving while drunk the taxi driver should be suspended but 
three days for the first offense, a week for the second and dismissed 
for a third offense. This one proposal had, of course, alienated 
all public opinion. Without knowing any of the merits of the dis- 
pute it was impossible to believe it possessed proper leadership. 
The brazen proposal that a man intrusted with human life should 
have merely a suspension of three days and loss of pay for driving 
while drunk could not originate from proper leadership. 

Birmingham was its usual madhouse as it always is for the 
Tennessee game which is the great game on the schedule of each 
team. Football attracted a crowd of 25,000 with thousands unable 
to get in although they stood at the gates and waved fresh money. 


They were willing. 
THE EMOTIONAL JAG! Football with its bands, its alumni 
with their great variety of emotions 
and loyalties, its sudden and unannounced bursts of spectacular 
play, remains, the chief American emotion. It is not a game so 
much to the crowds as it is an emotional jag. The great segment 
of humanity which weekly sits itself down in concrete bowls, has 
its own features. 

There always is the alumnus with a heart full of loyalty, a 
pocketful of money and a stomach full of Scotch or rye, who insists 
on wagering on his beloved alma mater. Somehow fate always sits 
him next to some man whose heart possesses no loyalty but only the 
desire to take a sucker’s money. 

The alumnus enjoys it and far be it from me to add up his 
chips. When he gets home and when his head has quit hurting and 
his nerves have quit leaping and when his check book is balanced, 
he usually decides he has had a great time and goes back the next 
week with his colors on his lapel and a loud voice ringing clear, 

That scene never changes. The scene in the press box has 
changed. Time was when there usually were a half dozen or so 
of the working football reporters who nodded in their seats or slept 
on their machines. Their papers had sent them off to cover a game 
and they were in the box but marked unfit for duty. They were 
never much trouble. There weren't many football reporters in 
those days. When the jobs were done someone always wrote their 
yarns or took a story going to another town and filed it with the 
sleeper’s name signed. That led, now’and then, ta some odd results. 
The favorite one, of course, is that of the editor who wired back 
to his reporter, “Send no more. The fifth story seems to be the 
best.” Too many of his friends had tried to take care of him, That 
story has become a tradition. On Saturday at Birmingham there 
were 175 working reporters and operators in the box and only one 
was in a beatific state while a friend wrote his yarn. 

Maybe he can do a better follow-up on Monday. The English 
have the best chance. Last spring in England I attended the cham- 
pionship rugger match between Scotland and England. The game 
was on Saturday. There were great placards about advertising 
the stories which would appear in Monday’s papers, there being few 
Sunday editions in London. 


WHY TEAMS GO FLAT! No one knows why football teams go 
flat. 


No one can explain, satisfac- 
torily at any rate, why a team may play superlatively one week and 
badly two weeks or three weeks later. 

The human element probably is more pronounced in football 
than in any other team game and in golf more than any other in- 
dividual game. 

Alabama has a fine football team. Against Tennessee on Satur- 
day it looked slow and inept. Those things happen. On one day 
some intangible something happens. A team which has been going 
awkwardly suddenly becomes a cohesive, skilled force. If it en- 
counters on that day a great team which has lost tts own cohesive 
qualities, it will win. 

I do not mean to suggest this was what happened to Tennessee. 
Tennessee very definitely is a superior football team. It is quite 
possible it will go on to win. the Southern championship and play 
in the Rose Bowl game January 1, 1939. | 

The point is, the human element enters definitely into football. 
That makes it a greater and more emotional game than one which 
lacks that element. 

The stream-lined covering of a game was intriguing. Lunch in 
Atlanta: to Birmingham in 51 minutes; in the press box three 
minutes before the kick-off; time for the story, a brief stop uptown, 
out to the airport and back home for dinner with your story al- 
ready on the streets ahead of you. 


here You Find Revolt, You Find 
A Tyrant Who Invites It

By nature and practice we are partisans. We cannot witness a | 
contest between athletes, economic groups or barnyard roosters 
without taking sides and hoping our favorites will win. 

Once our sympathies are involved, we are guided by feeling 
rather than reason. We see no fault in our favorite and no virtue 
in his opponent. And thus we are tricked into praising some very 
questionable causes and people. 

Since there are no perfect people, and all the works of man are 
imperfect, it follows that both parties to every controversy are in 
some measure at fault. This does not mean they are equally guilty. 
In fact, the complaining party in almost every conflict has a just 
grievance. 

But where the two parties have conflicting interests, and the gain 
of one is the other’s loss, each attempts, in almost every instance, 
to get or keep more than he deserves. In other words, both are 
unfair and wrong—though seldom in the same degree. : 

The wrongness of the chief offender is not accidental or unin- 
tentional or innocent. He knows what he is doing. The desire to 
get more money or part with less prompts him deliberately to adopt 
a course that is unfair, unjust and harmful to the other party. 

The controversy or conflict that eventually follows is as natural 
and inevitable as the ripening of grain. He asked for it. And the 
injured party, who makes the first move in the conflict, is merely 
trying to end an injustice and get what is rightfully his. 

There are numberless conflicts in America, some of them of 
national scope and importance. Examine any one of them and you 
will discover that one party invited conflict by wronging the other. 

The offender, though he and his partisans claim all righteous- 
ness, knows full well that he is wrong and intends to keep on being 
wrong. There is profit in it. 

It is therefore no exaggeration to say that 90 per cent of all con- 
troversies could be settled amicably and promptly by the simple 
expedient of deciding to do what is fair and right. 

Fairness seems to triumph in the end, for public opinion supports 
it. The conflict rages only so long as the offender can hold out 
against right and justice. 

Holding out is human, for we hate to give up an advantage or 
a profit; but the cost is usually more than the advantage is worth. 


Once the fight starts, all you get for delaying fair play is bruises.
